The body of Frank Corriveau ar- 


rived in this city on Tuesday and the 
'uneral was

The particulars of Mr. Corriveau's 


death as written by his companion are 
about as follows: 
He had gone to 


:he Mount Baker mining district with 
:his companion some time before and 
.he two were engaged in prospecting 
for mineral. The two men had sunk 
a shaft into the hillside for some dis- 
tance and Mr. Corriveau's companion 
was inside the shaft when the explo- 
sion occurred. He heard the noise, 
:iowever, and surmising that an acci- 
dent had occurred he came out and 
Found Mr. Corriyeau's body lying on 
the gtound, with life already extinct. 
[t seems that the two men had been 
using dynamite for blasting purposes 
and it was while attempting to thaw 
out the explosive :it a small lire that 
the accident occurred. 


By traveling some distance assist- 


ance was secured and a telegram sent 
to an undertaking establishment at 
Seattle. When assistance had arrived 
it was necessary to place the dead 
body on a nmlc and carry it for 25 
miles over rough mountain roads be 
fore a railway station was reached, 
when the body was taken in charge 
by the undertaker, prepared for burial 
and shipped on lo this city.

son of G. A. Corriveau of this city am 
was born on September 15th. 18(>5 ii 
Gentralia, where he lived and grev 
to manhood.

tended in the hospitals at Scutari, or 
perished miserably of cold and starva- 
tion in the trenches about Sehastopol, 
while 
medicines and medical appli- 


ances 
lay 
wasted on the beach at 


Varna, and food in abundance was rot- 
ting in the holds of vessels In Balaclava 
harbor. There were 13,000 sick in the 
hospitals. Tlie death rate was as high 
as 52 per cent; four out of every five 
patieuts who underwent amputation 
died of hospital gangrene amidst tilth 
that would have disgraced a tribe of 
savages. Such was tlie story that 
stirred 
every woman's heart in the 


three kingdoms as with a trumpet note, 
and Miss Florence Nightingale was 
asked to organize a nursing service in 
the great hospital at Scutari. 


Florence Nightingale was the daugh- 


ter of a wealthy English household, but 
born lu Florence, Italy, from 
which 


city she derived her name. That she 
was a woman of tine intellect, clear 
judgment, and heroic will, cannot be 
doubted. 
Dean Stanley 
indeed

called her "a woman of commanding 
genius." Most certainly she proved 
herself in the Crimea to have great 
powers of administration. But all her 
genius ran in womanly channels, espe- 
dally in that of nursing. 15very woman, 
she said, has, sooner or later, some olh- 
cr human life dependent upon her skill 
as a nurse; and nursing she insisted 
was an art, one of the finest of all arts.

Field Men arc now at WorK and J 


wilt soon, tic 


Marshfield Xews: The work of com- 


p-itng the new map of Wood county is 
progressing as rapidly as could be'ex- 
pected. Plat=, of all the towns in the 
county have been made from the 
records at the court house and now the 
field men are at work making correc- 
tions and additions locating new roads, 
residences, school houses, new settlers 
and correcting the mauv transfers of 
property as to dividing lines and own- 
ership. The making of a new map of 
Wood county is proving a greater 
task than was figured at first altho' 
it was fully reahzed that it would be 
a difficult piece of v.-ork. 
Property 


has been changing hands so rapidly 
that the settler hardly knows who 


t will be his neighbor next morning, 
j However, every effort will 6e made to 


have the map up-to-date and correct 
so far us this can be accomplished 
from the records aad from personal 
examinations, no matter what the ex- 
pense may be. The work which was 
begun last September it is thought 
may be completed inside of the next 
sixty days. 


The expense of getting up a county 


map is always so great that the pub- 
lishers have to charge from 56 to 58 
for them. This price is beyond the j 
reach of mos>t people and the result -3 
that very few are sold and the venture 
in many eases proves a failure. In 
order to somewhat reduce the enor- 
mous expense of compiling and pub- 
lishing the new Wood county map and 
in order to offer it for sale at a reason- 
able figure, The Xews decided to sub- 
divide the margin 
around it into 


spaces for business cards which are 
being sold at a nominal figure to those 
wishing to have, their advertisement 
on the maps. 
The idea is to make 


these cards a reliable business direc- 
tory- of the county, so that those who 
live in lower \Vood county- may know 
who is doing business ia and around 
Marshfield, and we of this end mav 
refer to reliable firms and professional 
men in the other cities and towns. In 
fact ail this will add to the value of 
the map for reference. 
The Xews 


has met with very satisfactory en- 
couragement from the business men 
of Marshfield and Grand Rapids with 
the result that very few spaces remain 
to be sold.

The body of Frank Corriveau ar 


rivea in this city on Tuesday and the 
funeral was held Wednesday from 
SS. Peter and Paul Catholic church 
and a large number of people followed 
the remains to their last 
resting 
place. 


The particulars of Mr. Corriveau's 


death as written by his companion are 
about as follows: 
He had gone to 


the Mount Baker mining district with 
this companion some time before and 
the two were engaged ia prospecting- 
for mineral- The two men had sank 
a shaft into the hillside for some dis- 
tance and Mr. Corriveau's companion 
was inside the shaft when the explo- 
sion occurred. He heard the noise, 
however, and surmising that an acci- 
dent had occurred he came out and 
found Mr. Corriyeau's body lying on 
the ground, -with life airea'dy extinct- 
It seems that the two men had been 
using dynamite for blasting purposes 
and it was vrhile attempting "to thaw 
out the explosi\-e .it a small fire that 
the accident occurred. 


By traveling some distance assist- 


ance was secured and a telegram sent 
. to an undertaking- establishment at 
Seattle. When assistance had arrived 
it was necessary to place the dead j 
body on a mule arid carry it for 25 
miles over rough mountain roads be- 
fore a railway station was reached. | 
when the body vras taken in charge • 
by the undertaker, prepared for burial j 
and shipped on to this city. 


Frank L. Corrix-eau was the second 


son of G. A. Corriveaa of this city and 
•was bora oa September 15lh, 1865 ia 
Centralia, where Jie lived aad grew 
to manhood. He left this city for the 
west fifteen years ago and has since 
been in many of the western states as ' 
well as in the Alaska gold country, 
the greater part of which time he has 
been engaged ia mining operations- 
He returned to Washing-ton last Au- 
gust and had since been engaged ia 
prospecting operations. The accident 
that caused his death occurred on the 
2/th of December. 


Resolution* JPaesed toy City Council 


for ttiis JPurpoae. 


At the meeting of the city council 


on Tuesday evening it was yoted to 
put in a tire alarm system ia this city, 
so that iu case of a conflagration 
starting in any part of the city the 
firemen and general public can be 
notified of the fact without delay. 


The plan of the aew fire alarm 


system ss to have a central station 
which will be the Wood County tele- 
phone office, and branching- from this 
will be wires leading to gongs located 
sn the electric light plant, the Mac- 
Ivinnou factory, the pumping station 
and one in each of the p'laces where 
the drivers of the fire teams sleep. 


The method of turning in an alarm 


will be by telephone to the central and i 
the operator in charge will iuimedi- j 
ately plug ia on the alarm system, 
and the gongs at the different stations 
will sound and continue to rui'«- until 
turned off. The whistles of the sev- 
eral places can then be sounded and 
the general public thus apprized of 
the trouble. 


It is also proposed to erect a barn 


on the west side in close proximity to 
the city hall where the team can be 
stabled and in which the driver will 
sleep every night, so as to be handy 
in case of need. A telephone was also 
ordered installed iu the west side 
fire department hall, which will prove 
handy in many cases. 


It is estimated that the new alarm 


system would cost about 5200 and the 
other improvements about 5300. which 
is not much, considering the improve- 
ment that should result in the'effici- 
ency of the service. 


The bridge matter xvas brought be- 


fore the council and a committee was 
appointed to secure plans for a new 
bridge, the structure to be of steel, 
and of the most approved p'an. The 
matter of repairing 
the old bridge 


was discussed, but was dropped as un- 
feasible. It seems that all authori- 
ties on the matter give the opinion 
that the present bridge if repaired by 
the expenditure of 31.000 would not 
last over one year, and at the same 
time they claim that with proper care 
the present structure, without repairs 
would be servicable the same length 
of time. It is proposed to get the 
plans and be in readiness for erecting 
the structure as soon as the rix-er is 
frozen over next winter, the season 
having advanced too far to accomplish 
anything this winter. 


The city attorney was also instruct- 


ed to take measures to compel the 
railroad companies to put in gates at 
their crossings. These measures were 
adopted because the St. Paul company- 
has made no effort whatever to pro- 
tect its crossings, in spite of the fact 
that their crossing- near the depot is 
more or Jess obstructed during the en- 
tire day. There lias also been some 
trouble from the Xorthwes-tern com 
pany, as it is reported that the fi air- 
man goes off duty at six o'clock in the 
afternoon, and there is considerable 
switching after this hoar. 
The Cen- 


tral has adopted the plan of stop- 
ping each train before the crossing- is 
reached and sending the head break 
man ahead to see that the way is clear 
before advancing. This method seems 
to be quite a. satisfactory one. 


After the usual amount of routine 


business the council adjourned

age. wheu things are deemed necessi- 
ties that were formerly thought luxu- 
ries, more ready cash is needed, but, at 
least, we can so arrange things In farm- 
ing that the cash is not obtained at the 
expense of the animate" or the vitality 
of the farm. 


An. Kconomical Ration. 


Where there is a fair stock of clove- 


hay on hand, and an abundance of 
corn stover, cows may be fed very 
economically on a ration of ten pounds 
of clover hay, fifteen pounds of corn 
stover, cut or shredded—if the latter, 
the clover ration may be reduced one- 
quarter—four pounds of wheat bran, 
four pounds of corn meal and one 
pound of oil meal a day. This is not a 
heavy ration, and probably would not 
do for a large animal, or one whose 
milk Sow was heavy, but it will an- 
swer very well for the average farm 
cow, keep her in good milk and briog 
her out In the spring in good shape.

Abandoned Pastures. 
In many sections oE the country, but 


perhaps more largely In the East, one 
will find on the farms fields which bad 
been used for pasture until they were 
no longer profitable for that purpose 
aad not thought worth breaking up and. 
re-seeding. Eight out of every ten of 
such pastures could be turned into fer- 
tile fields by proper handling. One er- 
ceUent plan for doing this Is to break 
up this pasture, manuring It as heavily 
as one can afford, and plant to corn. 
Cultivate the corn several times during 
the growing period and sow. In August 
or September, to some cover crop. The 
following spring plant to potatoes. Fu- 
ture crops should be according to fer- 
tilizing and wiiat one wishes to grow. 
The main point In this item is to call 
atteatloa to the value of these aban- 
doned pastures for the first crop o£ 
corn. Eniugh corn may be grown to 
carry a herd of pigs to a profitable 
market and at an expense that frill 
hardly be felt.—Exchange. 


Fruit Assorting Table. 


The cut shows an assorting table for 


fruit or roots, which is about '^ by 12 
feet and nearly 3 feet high, with a four 
nch rim all around so as to hold about 
;ix bushels of apples or potatoes ana 
bring them right up so that the men 
can stand up straight in sorting. Speak- 
ing of assorting potatoes in the cellar, 
a correspondent says In reference to 
this table: With a wire scoop shovel 
we scoop them up from the cement bot- 
tomed cellar, learing ali dirt and dust 
on the floor to be swept up and taken 
out. The table stands In a. good light, 
and the sorting is far more rapid, easy 
and accurate than when you kneel 
down and sort from the big pile. The 
legs should be well braced both length- 
wise and crosswise. We have two of 
these tables, and they are a great help 
and a great saving of backache mvl

g Sugrar Beets. 


In sections Trhere sugar beets can be 


grown at comparatively small expense 
they should form one of the crops for 
ptock feed even If not grown for fac- 
tory use. In many localities sugar beets 
will form a fair part of the ration this 
winter when grain is scarce and high 
n price. Some complaints have been 
made about the sugar beets, but,- in 
most cases, this is due to using them 
co freely. Xo green food or root crop 
should be used at the expense of gram 
or roughage, except in part, although 
hey may be more freely used than they 
are, especially sugar beets.
